Tue annual report of the China Associa- 
' tion reaches us rather late, after we havo 
published our’ report of the meeting, and 
our London correspondent’s commenta 
theicon, There are, however, the numerous 
features of interest usual in this conscien- 
tious review of matters Oriental ; and wa 
will follow our custom of quoting enlient 
pasmges only. It is gratifying to us to 
note that the report. ignores the critivs of 
the Anglo-Japanese Alliance, those who 
believe that the day is not yust when a 
national isolation may be called “splendid”. 
Although the Alliance may . not “assure 
permanent peace in the Far Faat ”,.il must 
go along way in that direction. That wars 
are nowadays Jesa lightly entered upon is to 
be attributed, not to a-universal conversion 
to the anti-war ideal, but to tho exietence of 
these national combinations, in which one 
party, lees excited by the pinpricks of the 
moment, may be assumjed to act asa brake 
upon the bellicosity of the other. 

The report has nothing particularly new 
to suy of the political situation in China, 
regarding as uncertain the direction which 
the latent forces— perhaps “seathing forees”” 

- were more apt—willtuke. We agree that 
the spirit, throughout the Empire appears 
to be Chavyinistic; but without any desire 
to goneralise or make too sweeping asser- 
tions, we should havo thought the grounds 
for believing in “ thoincroasing intelligence 
of the native press” vere scarcely adequate.

It would have beon intersting if the 
reference to Chinese currency could bave 
been written with a knowledge of the 
observations by Mr. H. B, Monsz, referred 
to in our last. The report refera to the 
allogod excessive coinage of copper, and its 
alleged debasement, two -points which Mr. 
Morse considored to have beon exaggerated. 
There is, of course, no disagreement what- 
ever as to the mischiof caused by the coins 
not being traly imperial ;. but it is not toe 
much tu expect that before the noxt aauual 
report has to be issued the Chinese Govern- 
meut will have remedied this, With a really 
imperial currency, accepted in all parte of 
the Empire, the way would be more open 
for final roforma. The China Asgociation’s 
advocney of an imporial silver coinage would 
not ba long, wo fancy, im being replaced by.a 
request for the gold basis that was “deemed 
to be impracticable in Chinu’. It iv wot t° 
be understood that it was the Association 
nga body which deemed it impracticable, 
mMthough they may have decided that half 
a loaf is better than no bread. 

The subject of rnilwaya evokes nothing 
very new, either; the prosent position of 
the railway movement yenerully is not 
quite so clear as might bo thought; the 
influence of the Chauviuisticapirit previously 


meutioned cannot be accurately weighed. 
‘The remark in the report, that “‘it is doubted 
whether the enpital will be fortheomiag from 
native sources”, is one that must be con- 
sidered in the light of that factor,’ The 
intensity of the Chauvinistic feeling muy 
perhaps be gauged by tho’ popularity of 


these ruilay investments, which again (as. 


wo have just seen in Mwaugtung) depends 
largely on the extent.to which official inter- 
ferer:ce ia: restricted. We vertaivly have 
doubts about the speedy and adequate 
development of a railway systeus by Chinese 
alone; but time will show. The suggestion 
from Hongkong, to importsomething of the. 
new Alliance into this matter, viz., Japanese 
engineers and British capital, is described 
as“ Lardly feasible”, with which we need 
not quarrel, although the reason given is 
ingufficient. No uccount is taken of the 
third party to the transiction; thut. the 
Chinuse may be unsympathetic toward both. 

‘fbe observations on Trade Marks Regu. 
latons, Mining Regulations ( ‘vo progress 
made” ) and River Conservancy are well in 
line with public opinica on the spot, aud 
need not be quoted.

Our 
wealthy Chinese friends have now first class 
tables in thoir houses, and among the native 
‘population oxsists can be counted in hund- 
reds, In thig connection, I am. informed 
that a series of billiard tournaments between 
the Water Police and-tho Kowloon Cricket 
Ctub have Wen inaugurated, and» thagithe 
first game~300 up—playod on Thoredoy 
between Sergl. Earner and Mr, Bournville 
rerulted ia awin for the former by 80 points. 
Vho tournament, I am told,is not tobo confined 
to billiards, but will include teanis. and bowls. 
That reminds me thut a billiard tournament has” 
been arrangod at the King Edward Hotel and a 
committes hos beon elected from those interas 
to conduct the competition, : 

Tho otherday I regouod o very quaint dova 
ment from tle waste. papw baskot. It was a 
lotior, written by ac Indian money-lendor, 
dofonding ouo of his compatriots against cortain 
nasty remarks muds against this “coloured 
Shylock.” There were evidences of much carein 
the cowposition of tho lottor, but apparently 
these did notappoal to the otitor, who consigned 
the effusion to- the place whora so mauy 
other crushed hopes lay.

I had etter give his actual 
words ~“ Also for his defonce, dofondant says 
that bis wife is died already, leaving two 
childven helploss, and for funeral oxpensea ho 
spout @ lol of money and now ho is rained, 
Therefore defendant seems vory unfortunate for 
be lost two wives alresdy, one on obtaining 
this loan and other now when demand ig made 
for payment of hia debt, and whilo ho owes the 
debt as yot, but we think he has a lot of money 
to arrangs for his marringo and to my bis 
solicitor but he hag nothing to pay off his dobt, 
But io: reality no his wife is died and childron 
are left helpless, this only ho annonacea te his 
readers as he thinks {hat oa hesting him in 
such trouble, they will wsympathy with his 
creditor who has demanded the payment of the . 
money.” : De 


From what follows it is apparent that onr 
Indian frid is a mon of observation, Ho, 
knows the tricks of the natives, for ho addg:— 

“ And itis Chinese common rulo to solve their . 
trouble by saying that sone of his parent is sick 
or died aud as. every European gentleman, in ~" 
Hongkong knows very well, thot when some © 
of his Chineao servants absents from his service 
and on returning to solve his trouble he may 
aay that some of his porent was sick or died 
in the country. Such is defendant's case, which 
resulied in vain, for ho was guilty according 
to the law.” ; : ‘ 

The Inwyors will appreciate tho next 
paragraph :- + Ba : ; 

“ Anil on reosiving the writ, instead of paying 
off his dobt, be paid a considerable sum to his 
solicitor oll in vain, for he knew it very well, 
that he is guilty according to! the law, and is to 
pay the phintiff the mosey being due to him 
aud promissory note gives by him tothe plaintiff.

After showing that his position is ten felde 
hard” ilan ‘that of defendant, he waxes 
eloquent in his defence of moneylending as a 
profession, He writes:~ : :

Yokohama, from which place ho came to Hong- 
kong-as Aolog Chiof Manager in 1900, daring 
the absenco of Bic Thomas Jackeon on loave. 
Bhanghai amin claimed him a3 manager, ond in 
March of jut year, heving passed 
sérious illnos, be went home on holiday. A man 
of 30 years perience of the Hast, Mr. Bevis

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THE HABLOUR MASTER'S REPORT.

storm. Snddenly in the afternoon a violent 
wind swept over the country causing considerable 
damagoto fields nnd houses, ‘Tho wind was 
followed by a perfect torrent of rain during 
which the mercury ina few minutes dropped 
several degrees. An ominous noieo, as of heavy 
swells on the ocean, was noxt heard and almost 
immediately hailstones “from tho size of a pea 
to a rice bowl ” began to fall.

‘The idos is held to be impracticable by many 
whoxe opinion is. entitled to. respect, and who 
rely,upon tho natural advantages possessed by 
the harbour of Honghong to defeat all efforts 
to challonge the sapremagy of this port, Wo 
hops that the optimixtio 0 inion is warranted 
by all the foots of the case, but there aro certain 
facts which ought not to be lightly regarded 
and which are yet seldom referred to, We have 
nothing to oppose to the view that, as regards 
the larger ocean-going vessels, thoro is nothing 
to be feared. Tho sew Pacific linors can never 
go to Whampoa, oor can the German mail 
steamers, no atsamers, in fuct, drawing anythiug 
over 2G feet, But with respect to stoamors draw- 
ing no more than this, itis uneafe to ossume no 
rivalry can boset up, A achame for drodging 
a channel through the bar beloy Whampno— 
the so-called “second bar” —has recently beon 
put forward, and is recoiving the favourable 
consideration of the Chiness authorities, It 
‘id proposed to devote a largo sum of money to 
this object, of which o considerable part will bo 
sot asido from the ILM.C. revenue. ‘Tho 
proposed .drodging operation would only bo 
required to cut a channel some quarter of u 
mile long. If successful, ships drawing a8 
much as 26 feet could get up to Whampoa at 
spring’ tides, and ss much as 24 at neap tides. 
lu roferring to the proposed opp sition port, 
wo have described it aa ator noor Whampoa.” 
The avidity with which land in the vicinity is 
being bought up shows that the Chiuess ure 
going to try aod make it there. A. group of 
influential Chinese are interesting them- 
selves im the. projeat,’ and We havo 
good renson to believe that they are receiv. 
ing every oneouragement from tho Chinose 
Authorities, It should not be forgotten that 
the laiter view the existing Kowloon frontier 
arrangement os a serious handicap to the eaffec- 
tive. suteguarding of the Kwautung revenue 
They have ever cansed to resent the action of 
the British Government in taking over tho 
whole of the waters of Deep Bay and Mirs Bay, 
and they regard the Hongkonys Government as 
tho protector of the local smuggling activities 
whiob, they believe, are a source of considerable 
Joss to the Customs Revenue. ‘l'hey aro apt, 
tHorefore, from the Viceroy downwards, to view 
this Colony with no friendly eye, and the pros. 
peot of drawing away our trade, or any part of 
it, to their own shores is ono which can hardly’ 
fail to appeal to them most powurfally. 

The group of influential Chinese. already 
referred to appear to be led by the man who is 
the guiding spirit of the Swatow to Chou-chon- 
fu railway, at presentin course of construction. 
A similar achemo for s Chinese subscribed and 
Japanese built railway from Canton to Wham- 
pou has been under considerution for some timo 
past. Hitherto all purely Chinese railway 
proposals, private or ‘official, Lave come te 
nothing, oud it would have been safe formerly to 
ausume un uttitude of indifference towards news 
of the’kind, Latterly, however, the, position bas 
changed.  ‘Lhy appesranco on the scone of the 
Jupanose engineer working in combination with 
the Chinese capitalist has created an entirely 
new sot of ciroamstances. .As you are doubtless 
aware, the capital to build the line from Swatow 
to Chou-chow-tn has been mwinly subsoribed by 
Chinese in the’ Straits and in Java, Jopanese 
engineers oro constructing the line, and we 
understand that somo 2U0 Japanese, all told, are 
employed ‘upon it’ in various capacitios. 

The oxporiment is being watched with tho 
Keonest interest by the Chinese, and it appears 
probable that in the cvont of snocess there wil 


| be u powerful demand from the moro onlightovod 


and wealthier classes all over the Empire to be 
atlowed to build under like conditions their own 
railways wherover required, Ox the success or 
failure of this little enterprise would seem to 
depend the future course of the development of 
railway building io Chinn. In the event of 
success, we may expect to see increased opposi- 
{ion offered both by officials and poople to any 
future sobemos for. building railways with 
foreign, capital. : 

In view of this, the importance of pressing 
ahoad with whatever preliminariesare still naces- 
sary to prepard the way for the loau reqnired to 
build ‘the Kowloon-Canton line, in order to 
have it ready for flotation at a favourable 
moment, has become increasingly apparent. 
Henes our constant representations on this 
subject. Our iden was, aud is, that if, the 
B, & C, Corporation could gut in first with 
their lia to Canton, the idea of starting 
jan opposition port would r ceive oopsiderable 
discouragumont, and the movement oa foot, as 
described, would suifer s severe check, On tho 
head of this came positive information that tho 
Americans were attemptiog to obtain a con- 
ceasion for an open port to servo as a sen 
terminus to their’ Hankow to Canton line. 
From the foregoing it might appear that they 
would be vey to encounter Chinesa opposition, 
and possibly they may. At the same time it is 
equally open to anyone to surmise that thoy 
muy find it convenient to join forces with the 
Chinewe on some wutually advantagoouy business 
basis, Our information from on source colours 
this theory. | From another we beer that the 
‘Awerica Cbioa Development Co, are trying to

If thors bud bern any doubt about tho matter 
our wessaygo would have b-en couch-d ia 
different terms. Often it is not posaible to 
obtuin precise information whon it may never- 
theless be advisable‘to ubter w warning vote, dnd 
in cases of this kind we shall slwaystake the 
precaution of using guorded langongs calculated 
tu make cloar ta you the uncertain nature of our 
information. In this case there was no doubt, 
and wo therefore tolegraphed 9 plain statement 
of fact. When woe adopt this course we trust 
that you will give us credit for baving some- 
thing more to go on than mere rumour. 

As regards the, railway negotistions in 
progress at Peking, wo trust that the B. & C. 
Corporation vill not fail to take into considara-
